(I) The specific route for transportation of three Generator Stators will be from Kirodhpur - Bikatpur - 
Mosimpur - Karauta - Dhansurpur • Bakhtiyarpur - Athamalgola - Kamaravgaum - Achuara • NTPC Barh
